complete loss. This would amount to about 380,000 boxes out of a borat 
crop of Navel and Miscelleneous oranges of 18,900,000 boxes. It appears 
that an additional 5 to 6 percent or about 1,100,000 boxes were bruised 
nO; otherwise injured. Damage was greatest in San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties where about 4 percent of the 1945-46 crop of Navels 
is reported a complete loss and about 10 percent more injured. Drying 
swindle may help in checking water rot on the injured fruit. No extensive 
damage to lemons, grapefruit and Valencia oranges is reported. This
